[ 7 PON looking over the Britiſh 
Magazines, publiſhed by Authori- 


ty, I perceived that in every Num- 


ber, there is a Genealogy given of ſome 


one Noble Family, or other. I was ſur- 
prized and diſappointed, at not meeting 
with the PERCY Name, among the il- 
luſtrious Roll. What! tho' the Titles 
were extinct, in Heraldry, lives not the 
Name to Immortality, in Hiſtory ? 


This Reflection has prompted me to col- 


lect from the Annals of England, the Cha- 
raters and Atchievments of this heroic 


Houſe ; which have ſufficiently ſupplied 
me with Materials to raiſe the Admiration 
and Applauſe of the Reader, without en- 


cumbering him with the tedious and un- 


profitable Narrative of a dull Line of Pe- 


digree.

Heraldry, ſuperficially conſidered, or con- 
fined merely to Genealogy, is certainly one 


of the vaineſt of Sciences. The Plebeian, 
as well as the Patrician, has an equal Line 


of Anceſtry, tho not upon Record; and 


whether a Perſon be derived from an anti- 
ent Houſe, or an old Cottage, cannot poſſi- 
bly occaſion any other Difference, between 


the preſent Generations, than what may 


ſimply relate to richer or poorer. Stem 


mata quid faciunt ? But, if we conſider 


this Matter in a truly philoſophic Light, it 


muſt then appear to be a Thing of real 
Worth and Conſequence z to have its Uſes 
and its Merits 


| Ariſe from what it may, there is con- 
feſſedly, a remarkable Difference obſerva. 
ble in the Human Species; and in Men, as 


well as among Horſes, are to be found 
more ſervile Garrans, than generous 
Courſers. When therefore, certain Perſons 
happen to ſpring forward from the Goal of 
common Life, and diſtancing the Multi- 
tude, ſhall have diſtinguiſhed themſelves in 
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the Race of Virtue, they mark themſelves 
to be of the ſelect ſeu, their Progeny thence 
become Heirs of Blood, and add a Strength 


and Dignity to that State, whereof they 


ſhall happen to become Members, either 


by Birth, or Adoption. 


| T heſe are the juſt Objects of a Sove- 
reign's Diſtinction, and theſe alone have a 
Right to receive the Palma Nobilis, for Ho- 


nours are not Preſents, but Premiums. 


They ſhould never be the Objects of Eray, 
but of Emulation. 


Lewis the XIV. invited all F oreigners, 


eminent in Learning, to tranſplant them- 


ſelves into his Dominions. This indeed, 


_ enriched and adorned his Kingdom, but 


added no Virtue, no Strength, to his Em- 
pire. This indeed made him a Grand, 
but not a Great Monarch. Theſe Subjects 
were no Match for Marlborough; but an 
illiterate Turk or German, traced back to a 


: Scanderbeg, or a Nadaſii, might have ar- 


reſted that Heroe in his Courſe, or rather 
Race, of Vieory.

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| There is then, a Kind of Moral Securi- 
ty, as it were, handed down to the Pub- 
lic, from an illuſtrious Anceſtry, which in- 


duces a Confidence and Reliance on the 


Virtue of certain Familes ; of thoſe ele 
Ones, I mean, which had been ennobled 


by Merit, not by Favour. The Chineſe 
raiſe a Fund of Credit upon the Aſhes of 
their Fathers alone; but Nobles make a 
Depoſit of their whole Anceſtry. 


This Recognizance, indeed, may ſome- 
times be forfeited, by ſome unlucky C 
in the Strain ; but wherever Inſtances of 
| Cowardice, or Diſhonour ſhall happen to 
| intervene; ſhould any ſiniſter Baſe-point 
obtain, in what may then be deemed only 


the Scutcheon of Pretence, Heraldry ought 
ſurely to interpoſe the Bar of Baſtardy in 


their Coat, by Way of attainting ſuch for- 
feited Titles, and cutting off the Line of 
hereditary Honours, from a branded and 


debaſed Race. © For ſuch as the Tree, 
„ ſuch will be the Fruit thereof.”

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PREFACE 


Heraldry then, under this View, 1s cer- 


tainly a truly reſpectable Science ; and if 


Genealogies were written more in the Stile 
and Spirit of Hiſtory, with which all that 


are worth recording, are of Courſe con- 


nected, they would not only be an enter- 


taining, but an improving Study, likewiſe, 


to all young Men of Senſe, Spirit or For- 
tune, juſt entering upon the yy of active 
Life. 


I have attempted ſomething of this 
Kind, in the following Tracts, and for my 
Failure in the Execution, let it be conſider- 
ed, that this is my firſt Eſſay, in a Manner 
of Writing hitherto uneſſayed before. I 


had no Precedent to guide me; but the 


Subjects themſelves which I had ſelected, 
were of ſo inſpiring a Nature, that they 
dictated ſuch Reflections as I have taken 
the Liberty to introduce into the * 
Sheets. 


B 2 PERCY 
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Earl of NORTHUMBERLAND. 
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L HE firſt Mention of the Noble Fa- 

mily of the PERCY's, that I find 
made in the Engliſb Hiſtory, begins 

with a Point of Courage and Chivalry, 


In the Year 1138, David, King of Scot- 
land, made War againſt King Stephen. 
The two Armies met at Baggamoor, in 
Yorkſhire, There aroſe a warm Diſpute 
between Alan de Percy, and the Earl of 
© Otratherne, the two Scottiſh Generals, v__

claimed by Edward, and his Lands 1

ſhould lead the Van, and begin the At- 
tack; and neither of them would yield the 


Point, *till the King, who commanded in 
Perſon, determined it between them. 


The next Notice that Hiſtory takes of - 


this Family, is of a Lord Henry Percy, 
Great Grandſon to Alan de Percy, being 


made Warden of Galloway in Scotland, by 


Edward the Firſt, who conquered that 
Kingdom, In the ſame Year, the Scots 
riſing up in Arms, he was ſent with an Ar- 
my of 40,000 Men, into Anandale, to 
quell them. 
ence, and took Hoſtages for their future 


Behaviour ; notwithſtanding whith, they 
rebelled again, and he was ſent, a ſecond. 


Time, againſt them, defeated them, and 
took their principal Leaders Prifoners. 


In Edward the Second's Reign, he was 
one of the Barons who remonſtrated to the 


King againſt his oppreſſive favourite Gave/- 


ton; and upon being refuſed Redreſs, took 
a Command in the Confederate Army, 


which was formed to oppoſe the weak and 
iniquitous Meaſures of the Miniſtry. They 
took Gave/ion Priſaner, and executed him; 
upon which Lord Henry Percy was pro- 


He reduced them to Obedi- 


1 
Honours declared forfeited; but the Con- 
federate Army ſoon obliged him to reſtore 


them both. 
| He was ſucceeded by Henry, Lord Percy 


of Alnwick, who married Mary of Lan- 


caſter, Daughter of Henry, Farl of Lan- 
caſter *, and Great Grand Daughter to 
Henry the Third. In Edward the Third's 
Reign, he was impowered by that Prince, 
in his Name, to make a Renunciation of 
the Kingdom of Scotland, in favour of Ro- 
bert de Brut, 


- Adina. when Edward Baliol con- 
quered Scotland, he made a Treaty with 
Edward the Third, who appointed the ſaid 
Lord Percy, Governor of Lothian and Gal- 
loway ; and Baliol rewarded the Services 
of Lord Percy, with the Pele of Lochma- 
ban, Amnanaale, and Moſfetdale. 


some Time afterwards, when David 
Bruce was King of Scotland, he invaded 
* while Edward the Third was in 

France; 


* This Earl was afterwards, in the Reign of Edward 


4 the Third, created Duke of Lancaſter, and was the 
> ſecond Duke ſince the Conqueſt, Edward the Black 
Prince, Duke of Cornwall, being the firſt,

France; and Lord Percy was ſent to oppoſe 
him. In a pitched Battle, at Bear Park, 


near Durham, he defeated the Scots; and 


was thereupon appointed Governor of the 


North. He attended Edward the Third in + 


molt of his Expeditions into France. 


He was ſucceeded by Henry his Son, 
who in the ſame Reign of Edward the 
Third, was created Earl Marſhal of Eng- 


land; and in the next Reign of Richard | 


the Second, immediately after his Corona- 
tion, he was created Earl of Northumber- 
land, and his Brother, Thomas Percy, was 
created Earl of Worceſter. 


| The Earl of Northumberland was after- 
Wards appointed Governor of the Northern 


Counties, and retook Berwick from the 


Scots, which they had got Poſſeſſion of by 


Surprize; and upon hearing that Earl | 


Douglaſs was advancing to its Relief, ſent 


off his Son Henry Percy, with a Part of the 


Army, to intercept him. 


This young Man diſtinguiſhed himſelf, 
both at the Siege, and in this Engagement, 


with ſuch remarkable Bravery, that he ac- 


quired the Sirname of Hotſpur. In 1386, 
he was ſent by Richard the Second to de- 
EF fend 


* 1 


fend Calais, and in the ſame Year was ap- 


pointed Lord Admiral; not on Account of 

any diſtinguiſhed Skill he had in Naval 
Affairs, but, as the Hiſtorian expreſſes it, 
becauſe his Courage might eclipſe the Fame 


of Nottingham and Arundel, and overbal- 


lance the Popularity they had gained by 
their Bravery, which was now grown for- 
midable to the King. 


In the ſame Reigh, the Scots, under the 
Command of the young Earl of Douglaſs, 


entered England, and ſat down before New- 
caſtle, which was defended by the gallant 
Hotſpur, who ſallied out of the Town, at 


the Head of a Party of his Garriſon. An 


Engagement immediately enſued; during 
which, Hotſpur and Douglaſs mutually 
ſought, and encountered each other, on 
Horfeback, in Sight of both Armies. 


They were nearly of the ſame Age, and 
Rivals in the Reputation of Arms; and 
this brave and emulous Conflict fo ingaged 
the Attention of both Armies, that they 
ſuſpended all Manner of Action againſt 
each other, to ſee the Iſſue of this heroic 


Combat. On the firſt Shock, Percy was 


unhorſed, and Douglaſs by this Accident, 
winning his Lance, waved it over his Head, 


cry- 
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crying aloud, © That he would carry it in- 
ce to Scotland, as a Trophy of his Victory.“ 
So ſaying, he immediately ordered a Re- 
treat to be ſounded, _— it ſufficient 


Glory to have diſcomfited a 7ercy ; and fo 
marched off from the Ground, tho' he had 
greatly the Advantage of the Field. 


Percy immediately mounted again, ſay- 


ing, with that daring Spirit which was na- 


tural to him, that Douglaſs had conquered 


a Horſe only, but not a Man, and vowed 
that none but himſelf, ſhould ever bear his 
Lance into Scotland. He then inſtantly 


purſued the Enemy, with what Forces he 


could collect, without waiting for the 
Troops which were on the March to join 
him. = 


He overtook the Scots the next Day, 
late in the Evening ; and without Pauſe or 


Reſt, attacked them furiouſly, and the 


Fight was maintained with equal Bravery, 
on both Sides, until the Darkneſs of the 
Night had parted them. In a few Hours 


the Moon appearing, Percy renewed the 


Attack, with unabated Vigour, and fought 


with ſuch Intrepidity, to retrieve his Ho- 


nour, that the Scots were intirely routed, 


Douglaſs ruſhed into the hotteſt Battle, be- 


ing 
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n 
ing ſure to meet Percy there. He met him 
indeed, too ſurely, and met Death alſo, 
from his Hand. His Friends would have 
carried him out of the Field, when he had 
received his mortal Wound, but he ſcorn- 
ed the Offer, and expired while he was 
rallying his broken Forces to renew the 
Charge. 


The Earl was appointed Lord High Ad- 


miral of England, in 1378; in the firſt 
Tear of Henry the Fourth, 1399, he was 


made High Conſtable of England, and ob- 
tained a Grant of the /fe of Man, with the 
Privilege of carrying at the Coronation, the 
Sword called Lancaſter, at the King's Right 


Hand; which was the Sword His Majeſty 


had on, when he landed at Ravenſpur. 
This Honour was conferred upon him, in 


_ Conſideration of his being the principal 


Perſon who had aſſiſted him to mount the 
Throne. e 5 


Henry the Fourth created his ſecond Son, 
Thomas of Lancaſter, Lord High Steward, 
and appointed Thomas Percy, Earl of Wor- 


ceſter, before mentioned, to be his Deputy, 


as the Prince was then but ten Years of 


Age.

In the ſame Reign, the Scots made an 
Irruption into Eng/and, under the Com- 


mand of the Earl of Douglaſs, at the Head 


of the Flower of the Scoztsh Nobility. 
The Earl of Northumberland and Henry 


Hotſpur were ſent to oppoſe them. They 
routed the Scotch at Holmedon Hill, to the 
Number of Thirteen Thouſand, wounded 
Douglaſs, and took him Priſoner, with 
moſt of the principal Noblemen of Scot- 
land. The Earl received the Thanks of 
both Houſes of Parliament, upon this Oc- 
caſion. | N 


When the King received Advice of this 


Signal Event, he ſent an Order to the Earl 


not to ſurrender his Priſoners upon Ran- 


ſom, or otherwiſe to diſpoſe of them, with- 


out his Directions. To this Meſſage the 


Earl returned a duteous and polite Anſwer. 
But ſoon after, the King ſent a peremptory 


Order to him, to deliver them into his own 


Hands; which the Percy's refuſed to obey, - 
until the Ranſom ſhould be paid down, to 
which they were intitled by the Rights of

Henry was offended at this juſt and legal 5 


Objection, and made uſe of ſome warm

Expreſſions, upon that Occaſion; which 


being reported to the Earl of Northumber- 
land, his daring and impatient Spirit reſent- 
ed ſo highly, that he returned him a Let- 
ter of Defiance, the original of which 1 is 
. in the Muſæum. 


Immediately upon this, the Percy s took 


the Field, and Het/pur joined Battle with 
the King, at Shrewſbury, before the Earl 


of Northumberland had Time to come up 
to him, with the Troops under his Com- 


mand. In this Action, Hotſpur was lain, 


after having performed Prodigies of Va- 
After this Event, Henry, ſtill dreading 
the Power and Proweſs of Northumberland, 


tho his young Mars was now no more, 


and that Victory had declared againſt him, 


offered him a free Pardon, and his future 
_ Favour ; but the Lords entered a Proteſt 


againſt any Procedure in Relation to the 
Earl, till they ſhould have tried him firſt, 
in their own Houſe ; ; which they did, and 
he was fully acquitted of the imputed Trea- 
ſon, as he had only taken up Arms in his 
own Defence, and in Vindication of his 
* — 
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Sometime after this, the Tyranny and 


Exactions of Henry the Fourth, becoming 
uneaſy to the People, ſeveral of the princi- 


pal Nobles entered into a Confederacy to 
dethrone him, and give the Crown to Mor- 


timer, the true Heir. In Conſequence of 


which, a Battle was fought, near Braham- 


Moor, in which this gallant Earl of Nor- 


thumberland was killed, fighting like a 


Percy. 
The Title of iin, fell of 


Courſe, to the Son of Henry Hotſþur, but 
the King had it attainted, and poſſeſſed 


himſelf of the late Earl's Eſtate. But Hen- 


ry the Fifth, being ſmitten with the Spirit 
and Bravery of the Percy's, expreſſed a no- 


ble and magnanimous Compaſſion for the 


Sufferings of that Family, and reſtored the 


Heir of Hotſpur to the Honours and Eſtates | 
of his Anceſtors. 5 


This young Earl attended Henry the 
Fifth into France, and maintained forty 


Men at Arms, with one hundred and 
twenty Archers, at his own Expence, du- 
ring that Expedition, from a generous Senſe 
of Henry's princely Conduct toward him: 
Which grateful Sentiment he demonſtrated

toward him and his Family, during his 

Life, and was killed at the Battle of St. 
Albans, fighting on the Side of Henry the 
Sixth, againſt the Duke of York. His Son 
inherited the Father's Virtue and Courage, 
and afterwards loſt his Life, in the ſame 
Cauſe, in the Action of 7. 0Wton, after ha- 
ving diſtinguiſhed himſelf in a Manner. 
which became his Name and Family. 


This noble Family appear, from the En- 
gliſb Records, to have lain dormant, during 
the ſeven following Reigns, of Edwards 
the Fourth and Fifth, Richard the Third, 
and Henrys the Seventh and Eighth, Ea- 
ward the Sixth, and Mary. Probably their 
Attachment to the Houſe of Monmouth, 
might have made them retire from all pub- 
lic Life, and decline any Manner of Em- 
ploy, under the three firſt of theſe Reigns ; 
and during the four following Ones, tho” 
| there was a Connection between the Tudors 


and the Patrons of the Percys, yet it was 


ſo diſtant, and the Services of the Northum- 
berland F amily, ſo obſelete, in the Memo- 
ry of Kings, in thoſe Days, that they 
might not have ſufficiently attracted the 


Attention of Government, and there was 


no fit Occaſion to rouze their generous Spi- 
rit into Action, of itſelf, 'till the Reign of 
| El- 
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Elizabeth, when an Earl of Nortbumber- 
land fitted out a Ship of Force, at his own 
Expence, and joined a Volunteer in the 


Fleet which oppoſed the Spani/h Armado. 


- the Reign of James the Firſt, Henry 
Earl of Northumberland, was admitted of 


the Privy Council, and made Captain of 


the Band of Gentlemen Penſioners, he was 


a Perſon of diſtinguiſhed Learning, parti- 


cularly eminent in Mathematics, and a re- 


markable Patron of Literature. He invi- - 


ted the famous Mr. Thomas Allen, Tutor 
to Sir Kenelm Digby, to reſide conſtantly in 
his Family, That he might never be at 
a Loſs, as that great Man expreſſed him- 
“ ſelf, for a Perſon of Senſe and Know- 


=" ledge to converſe with.” _ Liſten, O ye 


Peers | 


In the Reign of Charles the Firſt, Al 
gernoon, Earl of Northumberland, was made 


an Admiral, and fired upon the Dutch Veſ- 


ſels that came to fiſh on the Engliſb Coaſts ; 

which brought Holland into Terms of pay- 
ing thirty thouſand Pounds, for Leave to 
fiſh there, for the Remainder of that Sea- 
ſon ; and to petition for a Grant for the 
ſuture, paying an annual Tribute for the 
lame. 


He 
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He was aſterwards made General of the 
Army againſt Scotland, by which Appoint- 
ment, Charles the Firſt ſhewed a very high 
Opinion of his Worth and Bravery, by 
preferfing him before his prime Favourite, 
Lord Strafford, whom at the ſame Time, 
he nominated to be his Lieutenant General. 
The Hiſtorian gives this Reaſon for it, that 


both the Name and Character of Northum- 


berland, were then the moſt popular of any 


in England, | 


His Brother, Henry Percy, was one of 
the Members of Parliament who endea- 
voured to prevail on the Army to declare 


for the King, and was obliged to fly into 
France, upon that Account, to ſcreen him- 
ſelf from the Violence and Reſentment of 
the Parliament. RT 


This illuſtrious Family, on the Death of 


Joceline Percy, the Eleventh Earl of Nor- 
 thumberland, was reduced to a ſingle Heir- 


eſs, who was firſt married to Henry Caven- 
diſh, Earl of Ogle, only Son and Heir to 


Henry, Duke of Neucaſtie, but he dying 


before Cohabitation, ſhe was going to be 
married to Thomas Thynne, Eſq; when 
Count Coningſmark, his Rival in that Suit, 
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in a Rage of Jealouſy and Diſappointment, 
had him baſely murdered by three Aſſaſſins, 
in his Coach, in Pall-mall, on Sunday the 
I2th of February, 1681-2. This Lady 
was afterwards married to Charles Seymour, 
the Sixth Duke of Somerſet, and was Mo- 
ther to the late Duke, who was Father to 
the preſent Counteſs of Northumberland, 
by Mary Thynne, Grand Daughter to The. 
mas, Lord Viſcount Weymouth.

William de St. Maur, Progenitor of the

Roger, who was ſucceeded by his Son 


Roger, who was created Baron of Pen- 
how, the 8th of Ed. II. he left two Sons, 


John the eldeſt, Baron of Penhow, and 


Sir Roger Seymour, Knight, who by the 
Gift of his Brother, was put into Poſſeſſion 


of the Eſtate of Wendy ; and in ſome anti- 
ent Hiſtory is ſtiled, Lord of Wendy. He 
made a great Addition to his Fortune, by 


marrying Cicely, Daughter of John, Lord 
Beauchamp of Hache, an Heireſs. He had 


ſeveral Sons, and was ſucceeded by 


Villiam, who attended Edward the 


Black Prince, upon his Expedition into 
1 64, 
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Gaſcoigny. He married Margaret, Daugh- 


ter to Simon de Brockſburne, and Heireſs to 
him and to her Grand Father, Sir Peter 


de la Mare, Knight. He was ſucceeded by

Roger, who married Maude, Daughter 
to Sir William Eſturmi, of Chadham, in 
Wilts, Knight, Lord of Woolpall, in ſaid 
County *, and Coheir with her Brother, to 
a conſiderable Eſtate. He died the 8th of 
Henry V. and was ſucceeded by 


Sir Fohn, a Perſon moſt remarkable for

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Jobn married Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir 
George Darel, and left four Sons, and as 
many Daughters. Of the Sons, William 
the youngeſt, was Knight of the Bath, at 


the Marriage of Prince Artbur, eldeſt Son 


to Henry the Seventh; Sir George, the 
third, and Sir Robert, the ſecond Son, and 


Sir John the eldeſt. He was one of the 
Commanders of the Forces that vanquiſhed 
Lord Audley, and the Corniſh Rebels, at 
Black Heath, the 12th of Henry VII. and 
for his diſtinguiſhed Bravery in that En- 


gagement, he was 3 in the Field of 
Battle. 


He ſerved Henry the Eighth, in the 


Wars in France and Flanders; and in the 
fourth of that Reign, had the Honour of 
Knight Banneret conferred on him, on Ac- 
count of his gallant Behaviour at the Siege 

of Tberoienne, and the Battle of the Spurs. 
In the gth of that Reign, he was made 
one of the Knights of the Body to the 
King, and obtained likewiſe a Grant of the 


ſelf, and Edward his Son, for their Lives. 


Conttable-Wick of Briſtol Caſtle, to hin- 
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In 1521, he attended Henry the Eighth 
at the great Interview with Francis the 
Firſt, between Guiſnes and Ardres; having 
in his Train, a Chaplain, twelve Servants, 
and eight Led Horſes ; which was a mag- 
nificent Retinue for a Subject, in thoſe 
Days. When the Emperor, Charles the 
Fourth, came into England, 14th of Hen- 
ry VIII. he was appointed to attend His 


Majeſty at Canterbury, in Order to his Re- 
ception. At the ſecond Interview with 
Francis the Firſt, at Bulloigne, 24th of 
Hen. VIII, he was appointed one of the 


Lords of the Bed-chamber. 


He died in 1536, and left Iſſue by Afar 


garet his Wife, Daughter to Sir Jobn 


Wentworth of Nettleſted in Sufolk, ſix 
Sons, and four Daughters ; of which lat- 


ter, Jane was married to Henry the Eighth,

Edward was on the 24th of Auguſt, 


1524, with the Duke of Suffolk, at the ta- 
king of Braye, Roye, and Montdidier, in 


France; and. for his Valour and Conduct, 


he was Knighted by the Duke, in the 


Camp, He was Eſquire of the Body to 
| Ws, 
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Henry the Eighth, and was in the Train 
with his Father, at the Interview at Bul- 
loigne, before mentioned, between the Kings 
of England and France. 


On the Marriage of his Siſter Pane with 


the King, he was created Lord Viſcount 
Beauchamp, and had alſo a Grant made to 


him, of the Office of Chancellor and Lord 
Chamberlain of Wales, for Life; and was 
alſo made Governor of the Ifle of Ferſey. 
On the 18th of October, 1538, he was 


created Earl of Hertford, and three Years 


after was ſent over to France, to diſpute the 
Limits of the Eng/z/þ Borders; and on the 


9th of January, he ſame Year, was  elect- 


ed a Knight of the Garter. | 
In the 33d. of Henry VIII, the Scots 


denying their Homage, he accompanied 
the Duke. of Norfolk, in his Expedition in- 


ta Scotland; and the Year after, was made 


Great Chamberlain of England, for Lite. 
The ſame Year being appointed Lieutenant 


General of the North, he marched into 


Scotland, at the Head of an Army, and 
took Leith and Elinburgh. In the 36th of 


Hen. VIII, the King being then at the 


Siege of Bullbigne, he came to his Aſſiſt- 
ance with ſeveral Troops of Almains, 
E Fr ench, 
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French, and other Forces, ad after taking 
the Town, routed an Army of fourteen 
thouſand French, who lay encamped near 
it. 


In the zyth of Hen. VIII, the Scots 
making ſeveral Incurſions on the Borders of 
England, in Conjunction with five thouſand 
 Auxiharies from France, he was ſent to

On the 17th, Ditto, he was made Earl 


Marſhal of England, for Life, with Privi- 


lege to carry a Golden Staff, in the King's 
Preſence, with his Majeſty's Arms an one 
End, and his own on the other. The ſame 


Day, he was made Chancellor of the Uni- 


verſity of Oxford, and had alſo a ſpecial 
Grant made to him, that he ſhould fit 


gone, and be placed, on all Occaſions, as 
E 2 well 
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well in the King's Preſence in Parliament, as 


in his Abſence, on the Middle of the Bench 


or Stool, next on the Right Hand of the 


King 8 Royal Seat. 


He aha to bring about a Match 
between Edward the Sixth, and Mary, 
Daughter and fole Heir of James the Fifth, 


| King of Scotland; but this Alliance being 
obſtructed by the French Emiſſaries, and a 
War enſuing with the Scots, in the firſt 
Year of his Adminiſtration, he prepared an 
Army, invaded Scotland, and fought the 


memorable Battle of Muſſelboraugh ; where- 
in his undaunted Courage, as well as Con- 


duct, were the principal Means of obtain- 


ing that 9 Victory. 


He was rewarded by the King, by the 


Conſent of his Council, with Lands, to the 
Value of 5001. per Aunum. He was af- 


terwards ſent to relieve Calais, where, with 


only ſeven thouſand Engliſb, he vanquiſhed 


an Army of twenty-one thouſand French, 
and took all their Cannon and Baggage. 
He likewiſe invaded Picardy, and carried 
oft great Spoil, won the Caſtle called, Red 
File, and built the Forts of New Haven, 
Blackneſs, and Ballinberge, in the Midſt of 


the Enemies Country. 
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Upon theſe, and ſeveral other like Suc- 


ceſſes, his after Fortunes were always eſ- 


teemed rather New, than Strange, and his 
Preſence only, was reputed ſure Victory to 
an Army. But, among all his great, and 
heroic Qualities, there is not one, which, 


in my Opinion, does his Name ſo much 


Honour, or reflects ſuch a Luſtre on his 
Poſterity, as the Title conferred upon this 


extraordinary Perſon, by the public Voice, 


a greater than any which could be beſtow- 
ed by Kings, namely, that of The Good 
Duke. This was truly to ennoble himſelf, 
and to juſtify, nay, to claim of Right, the 


Favours of a King.

But what avail Magnanimity, Greatneſs, 
Virtue or Innocence, againſt the Virulence 
of Party, or the Prejudices of popular Fu- 
ry ! This diſtinguiſhed Perſon, ſoon after, 


fell a Victim to both. 


His youngeſt Brother, ' Thomas, Lord 


Sudley, and Huſband to the Lady Catherine 
Parr, as before related, being impeached 
of High Treaſon, by the Parliament, who 


had been inſligated thereto by the Ambiti- 
ous Earl of Warwick, as he was ſtiled, was 
condemned to the Scaffold; and the Duke, 
| | ESE | in 
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in Quality of Protector, had the ſhocking 
Office impoſed upon him, of ſigning the 
Death Warrant againſt his Brother. 


This harſh Neceſſity, however, this Act 


of indiſpenſible Duty, in Conſequence of 


bis Office, the People, inſtead of pitying 
him for, were wrought haſtily to reſent, as 
if it had been a voluntary Deed. Even 
ſpontaneous Acts of public Juſtice, have 
been applauded among the Antients, as 
thoſe of the firſt and latter Brutus, cum 
multis; but here, even a neceſſary and un- 


avoidable Deed, has been condemned by 


the public Voice. 


Some Time after, the Duke had an old 


uninhabited Monaſtry pulled down, in Or- 
der to make Way for the building of Somer- 


ſet Houſe, on the Strand. Tho' the Refor- 


mation had been ſo far eſtabliſhed as to ſe- 


cure the Independency of the Church, and 


in general, to aboliſh the erroneous Doc- 
trines of the Roman Councils, yet ſtill the 
ſuperſtitious Opinions of the People re- 
mained ſtrong enough to rouſe them, alrea- 
dy 13 to an higher, and more big- 
gotted Reſentment againſt him, upon this 
Occaſion. ,

It affords him a Scene of Action, 
ſhort, but rich, of diſplaying the noble Vir- 
tues of Fortitude, Reſignation, Forgiveneſs 
and Religion. In fine, of putting a Seal 


upon his Character, and conciliating to him- 


ſelf, the Eſteem, Admiration, and Com- 
paſſion of the World. 


The 
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The Good Duke did all this fo effectually, 


upon that Occaſion, that the popular Tide 


turned intirely in his Favour ſoon after he 
appeared and ſpoke on the Scaffold ; and 


the People would have reſcued him, if he 


had not uſed all his Endeavours to keep 
them quiet; telling them ſeveral Times, 
that any Struggle then, could ſerve no other 
End, but to diſturb him in his laſt Mo- 
ments, to awaken his Paſſions, and call off 


his Attention from a more intereſting Con- 


Cern. 


When the Execution was over, Numbers 
of People ruſhed upon the Stage, and dipt 


their Handkerchiefs in his Blood, to pre- 8 


ſerve as Relicks. Many Years after, when 
the ſaid Earl of Warwick was carrying to 


his own Execution, in Mary's Reign, a 
Woman held up one of theſe Handker- 
chiefs to him, crying out, This is the 


«© Blood of that excellent Man that you 
ce cauſed to be ſpilled, and which is now 
e falling upon your Head.“ 


His firſt Wife was Catharine, Daughter 
and Coheir to Sir William Fillol, of Wood 
lands, in the County of Dorſet, Knight.

In 
Honour of her noble Family, Edward the 
Sixth, limited the Dukedom of Somerſet, 
-t0 "£98 Heirs Male ; but in Default, to the 
Heirs Male of . his firſt Wife, 
and in Default, to the Heirs Male of any 
other Wife. By the faid Anne he had 


Edward, his Heir, but not Succeſſor to 
any of his Fath&c's Titles, which, tho? not 
| forfeited, as te Charge againſt him did 
not amount to High Treaſon, were after- 
_ wards, by the Management of the Earl of 
Warwick; moſt wickedly wreſted from his

Aren Aurelius, the Wan Prince, be- 


' cauſe he was the moſt virtuous, that ever 


reigned, ſaid, that the Strength of Mo- 


e naxchy, conſiſted in the Likerty of the 


Subjeck. The invading of the People 8 
Rights, is like tugging at an Oak, it waſtes 
our own Vigour, without moving the Root. 


Or ſhould a Sampſon happen to have 


Strength enough to tear away the Pillars of 


that Temple, he ſurely buries himſelf a- 


midſt the Ruins. 


But at the ſame Time, that I deem hi 
Rights of the Subject to be inviolable, I 
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hold thoſe of the Prince, to be ſacred; and 


as there is a fair Diſtinction to be made be-

Edward, Lord Beauchamp, in the 6th of 
James I, obtained Letters Patent, granting 
that he and the Heirs Male of his Body, 
immediately after the Death of his Father, 
ſhould be Barons of Parliament, and have 
Place and Vote there; as alſo by other Let- 
ters Patent, that he ſhould have the Enjoy- 
ment of the Title of Earl of Hertford. 
Theſe Articles ſeem to imply, that his Fa- 
ther's Titles had been attainted, by ſome 
arbitrary Act of the late Queen's; on Ac- 

count of his Marriage, perhaps; but my 
Text is filent upon this Paſſage.

Ships were ſent by Charles the Second, to 
demand Satisfaction for the Death of ſo 
great a Subject. The Aſſaſſin, Horatio 
Botti having made his Eſcape, was hung 


in Effigy. His Grace dying unmarried, 
was ſucceeded by his Brother, 


(Sixth Duke) Charles, who on the 8th 


of Afr. 16*4, was made Knight of the 


Garter, and on the Demiſe of King Charles 


the Second, was one of the Privy Council 
who ſigned the Order at Whitehall, for pro- 
. Claiming King James the Second. At the 


Funeral of King Charles, he was one of the 


Supporters to Prince George of Denmark, 
the Chief Mourner. In 1685, his Grace 
was placed at the Head of the Militia of 


the County of Somerſet, to Tre the Duke 
of Monmouth. 


In 1587, he was removed from his Poſts, 


of firſt Clem of the Bed-chamber, and 
Colonel of Dragoons, for refuſing to attend 
the Pope's Nuntio, to his public Audience. 


And in further Reſentment of this crying 


Sin, King James granted a free Pardon to 
Haratio Botti, who had murdered this 


Dukes eldeſt Brother. After ſo flagrant an 


Inſtance of ſo much Bigotry and Baſeneſs 
of Soul, what could poſſibly induce a cer- 
tain 
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tain Faction in England, to endeavour at 
placing the Pretender on the Throne, ex- 


cept a thorough Perſwaſion that he was, 
neither in Nature, or Metaphor, the Son of 


King James? 


Upon the Advancement of King William 


and Queen Mary, to the Throne, he carri- 
ed the Queen's Orb, at the Coronation. 


On the 34th of May following, he was 


made Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cam- 
bridge, which honourable Poſt he enjoyed 
*till his Death. At Queen Mary's Funeral, 
he was one of the Supporters of the Pall, 


and his Dutcheſs was Chief Mourner. 


On the 19th 0 June, 170 . he was ap- 
pointed one of the Regency, whilſt his 
Majeſty went to Holland; and on the 28th 
of the ſame Month, he was ſworn of the 


Privy Council; and on the 29th of Janua- 
½, 1701-2, made Preſident of the Coun- 


cil. In the iſt of Anne, he was made 
Maſter of the Horſe, and in 1706, was 


one of the Commiſlioners who concluded 
the UNION. 


On the Deceaſe of Queen Anne, he was 
one of the Regency 'till King George arri- 


ved from Hanover. On the 17th of Sep- 
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tember, he was appointed Maſter of the 
Horſe, and on the 1it of October following, 
made one of the Privy Council, and carried 
the Orb, at His Majeſty's Coronation, and 
alſo at George the Second' 3 | 


| His Grace married to his firſt Wife, the
